Again, wh en seen by th e ten, Th om­ 
as would not accep t th e rep ort till 
h e h ad seen h is h ands and h is feet. 


Argume nts Ba s e d on Unbe lie f. 
All arguments to convince us th at 
Jesus did not rise are based up on un­ 
belief and th e answer of countless 
millions 
th rough out 
nearly twenty 
centuries h as been th e words of Paul 
(verse 20) but “Now is Ch rist risen 
from th e dead.” To deny is to h e lost 
in th e fog, our p reach ing vain, and 
we h ave no ground 
of 
faith . 
See 
verses 12-14. To accep t is to p lace a 
firm 
foundation 
underneath 
our 
wh ole Ch ristian sch eme, to set th e 
seal of auth ority and p urity up on th e 
life of h im wh om all men, Jew and 
Gentile alike, say was good, and op ens 
a vista of h op e for all wh o die in th e 
Lord. 
Paul goes on to sh ow th at th e res­ 
urrection of .Tesus is th e beginning of 
a p lan wh ereby all th e h uman race 
wh o are related to Ch rist sh all like­ 
wise be resurrected. Even as th rough 
th e transgression of 
one 
man 
sin 
came up on th e wh ole h uman race, in 
like manner by th e p erfect life of 
obedience up on th e p art of one man 
we may all be made alive. 
Paul makes a strong contrast be­ 
tween th e death of th e believer and 
th at of th e non-believer. 
“If I figh t 
with beasts at Ep h esus wh at advan- 
i tage does th at h ave? Let us eat and 
1 drink, for tomorrow we die.” Not so, 
h owever, with th e Ch ristian, h ence h e 
exh orts th e Ch ristians to be awake 
to righ teousness and to sin not. 
Only Friends Saw Him. 
For th e younger classes th is story 
of th e first Easter is a most fascinat­ 
ing one, dramatic,, tender, insp iring. 
For th e older p up ils we may well dis­ 
cuss, How Easter would be observ­ 
ed. 
Have we fully realized th at we 
are “risen with Ch rist?” 
Remember 
h e sh owed h imself only to h is friends, 
not to Pilate nor to th e Sanh edrim. 
Are you h is friend? 
Have you seen

St. Paul may not make direct re­ 
ference to th e virgin birth of our 
Lord, th ough h e certainly knew of th e 
p rop h ecy th at a "Virgin 
sh all 
con­ 
ceive,” (Isa. 7-14), but wh at does it 
matter? It is not greater miracle to 
be born th an to rise triump h ant over 
death . 
Th at Paul assumes th e fact 
is evident from th is lesson. Literally 
h e begins by saying, “Now I make 
known th e gosp el wh ich I p reach ed 
unto you at Corinth , wh ereby you are 
saved and wh at you must always re­ 
member, th at Ch rist, wh o came ful­ 
filling all th at was p romised in th e 
Scrip ture, died for our sins and rose 
again.” 
Paul goes on to 
tell 
ex­ 
p licitly of many wh o h ad seen Jesus 
after th e resurrection and, most im­ 
p ortant of all, h ow h e, h imself, h ad 
seen th e Ch rist. 
“Last of all h e was seen 
of 
me 
also. 
Th ough I am least of all th e 
saints in th at I p ersecuted th e ch urch , 
yet I am wh at I am, and'h is grace was 
not bestowed up on me in vain.” Paul 
was not such a “bad man” from th e 
accep ted moral standards of h is time, 
yet h e felt th e truth of wh at Ch rist 
said, viz., th at th e essence of sin is 
th at “th ey believe not on me.” 
Th e fact of th e resurrection of Je­ 
sus Ch rist is th e best p roven fact of 
h istory. 
In th e first p lace th e dis­ 
cip les th emselves did not exp ect Je­ 
sus

(Rom. 6:4), wh erein we are to walk 
In newness of life, and th at at h is 
coming again all enemies sh all h e 
subject to th e Ch rist. Th at th ese are 
great truth s we all know, yet “even 
th e least” may h ave a p art in telling 
th e glorious Easter story and th at we 
need not dwell at th e cross but p ass 
on and beh old an emp ty tomb and 
worsh ip a risen Ch rist wh o ever liv- 
» th and maketh intercessions for us.

No wise man 
builds h is dwelling h ouse of p ap ier 
macbe. And no wise man, eith er, dis­ 
regards eternal th ings to build a life 
based merely on temp orary p leasures. 
So many p eop le lead 
p laster 
of 
p aris lives, only to find after all is 
oVer th at it does not p ay. 
In th e 
p ap er I read th at a defaulter h as sur­ 
rendered to th e auth orities. 
Th e p o­ 
lice h ad lost track of h im, but h e 
could not stand th e torments of con­ 
science. 
He p lanned h is life for a 
day and h is building is in ruins. 
A 
great movement h as suffered and a 
score of lives lost because two men 
acted with out considering th e conse­ 
q uences. 
Under 
th e 
influence 
of 
liq uor,* four boys commit murder, and 
regret, as th e gallows awaits th em, 
th at th ey did not take account of th e 
future in time. 
If more stop p ed to th ink 
of 
th e 
“morning after,” th e mayor 
of 
a 
great city would not p lead as h is ex­ 
cuse for p ermitting op en saloons on 
Sunday th at “th e p eop le want it.” 
A tomorrow somewh ere is coming 
for each one of us. 
Wh eth er it sh all 
h e a time of joy for work well done 
or of vain wish es th at we h ad done 
oth erwise, dep ends on h ow we sp end 
today. 
If th e kind of a life we sh all 
wish we h ad lived is th e kind we are 
trying, with God’s h elp , to live today, 
th e look backward at th e end of th e 
journey will not give us very much 
to be sorry for.

o n ers. 
When Kirby , ho wev er, saw 
ho w well the city was defen ded,* he 
did n o t attemp t to cap tu re it, bu t 
tu rn ed back. 
Mean while the p aro led 
p riso n ers 
made their escap e. 
They wen t in a 
v ery ro u n dabo u t way , so as n o t to 
meet the Co n federate tro o p s, an d fin ­ 
ally arriv ed at May sv ille, Ky ., o n the 
Ohio riv er. Then ce they to o k a bo at 
acro ss the riv er an d retu rn ed ho me. 
After six weeks they were o rdered 
to Camp Mo rto n , In dian ap o lis, where 
they remain ed u n til they co u ld be ex ­ 
chan ged, sin ce they were still p ris­ 
o n ers 
o f war u n til su ch ex chan ge 
co u ld be effected. 
At len gth they receiv ed o rders to 
mo v e. They wen t to Cairo , 111., bo ard­ 
ed the fleet which o p en ed u p the Mis- 
i^sip p i riv er an d wen d do wn stream 
to the State o f Mississip p i. Here, at 
Arkan sas p o st, they had a fight in 
which they to o k 23 00 Co n federate 
p riso n ers. Then they p ro ceeded do wn 
the Mississip p i to Yo u n g’s Po in t, a 
few miles abo v e Vicksbu rg, an d re­ 
main ed there u n til March, 186 3 .

n u mber o f them, o n acco u n t o f dis­ 
abilities. were sen t back to Memp his 
o n a ho sp ital bo at, an d were p laced 
in tlie Gao so ho sp ital. 
After sp en din g three weeks in the 
ho sp ital, Osbo rn was discharged fo r 
disability , an d was taken ho me by his 
father, the so n then weighin g eightv - 
sev en p o u n ds. TTis father co n tracted 
the fev er a s a resu lt o f the trip after 
his so n . an d afterward lo st his life 
fro m it.
